Kostka,  Buckley  Honored 


Fr.  Leonard  J.  Kostka 


Tim  Buckley 


Father  Leonard  J.  Kostka  '35  and  Tim  Buckley ' 73  were  honored  on  October  3  dur¬ 
ing  the  Homecoming  Alumni  Dinner  program.  Father  Kostka  was  awarded  the  1992 
Saint  Joseph's  College  Alumni  Service  Award.  Buckley  was  the  recipient  of  the  Alumni 
Association  Chapter  Person-of-the-Year  Award. 

The  Alumni  Service  Award  is  given  by  the  Alumni  Association  to  recognize  the  self¬ 
less  giving  of  time,  efforts  and  talents  to  Saint  Joseph's  by  one  of  its  graduates.  Father 
Kostka  came  to  Saint  Joseph's  in  1931  from  Chicago.  In  1935,  he  graduated  and  for  the 
next  several  years  he  was  at  Saint  John's  Seminary.  He  was  ordained  a  priest  in  1940, 
received  a  masters  in  Canon  Law  (J.C.L.)  in  1942  and  during  the  war  served  as  chaplain 
in  the  U.S.  Navy.  After  serving  as  parish  priest  in  Centerville,  Iowa,  he  returned  to  Saint 
Joseph's  to  become  the  chaplain  of  the  college,  a  professor  of  theology  and  a  teacher  in 
Core,  retiring  in  the  mid-80's.  In  1990,  Father  Kostka  observed  his  50th  anniversary  as  a 
member  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood.  Golf  occupies  his  days  when  the  weather 
permits  and  he  serves  as  an  assistant  pastor  at  Saint  Augustine  Parish  in  Rensselaer. 
Cebie  Smith,  director  of  alumni  and  parent  relations,  states,  "Father  Kostka  is  an  ideal 
selection  for  the  Alumni  Service  Award.  His  years  of  dedication  and  service  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  surrounding  community  reflect  well  on  Saint  Joseph's  and  its  mission." 

Buckley  of  Hoffman  Estates,  Ill.,  received  the  1992  award  given  annually  to  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  one  of  Saint  Joseph's  Alumni  Chapters  around  the  country.  Originally  from  East 
Chicago,  he  came  to  Saint  Joseph's  in  1969  and  was  involved  in  athletics  while  a  student 
here.  After  graduation  he  moved  to  Chicago  and  established  his  own  business,  the  Sir 
Timothy  Tobacco  Shoppes.  At  the  time  Buckley  moved  to  Chicago,  he  became  involved 
with  the  Chicago  Chapter  and  after  some  years  of  attending  functions  and  serving  on 
committees  finally  locked  into  the  activity  he  liked  most  -  golf.  After  helping  to  work  on 
the  Chicago  tournament  for  a  few  years,  he  willingly  assumed  the  chairmanship  and  has 
served  as  such  for  three  years.  The  golf  tournament  immediately  went  from  being  an 
event  to  the  most  successful  and  well-attended  alumni  event  of  the  Chapter  and  under 
his  tutelage  the  principal  financier  of  the  Chicago  Chapter  Scholarship.  "Chicago  area 
alumni  support  continues  to  grow,  thanks  to  Buckley's  organizational  skills  and  hard 
work.  Our  more  than  2500  alumni  there  now  have  a  variety  of  chapter-sponsored  activi¬ 
ties  to  take  part  in,  such  as  the  Christmas  Party  and  participation  in  the  St.  Patrick's  Day 
parade,"  says  Smith.  Buckley  and  his  wife,  Rose  Marie,  have  three  daughters,  Meghan, 
Sarah,  and  Shannan.

Robert  Brodman  and  Roger

Brodman,  an  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  biology,  received  his 
B.A.  degree  from  Rutgers  Uni¬ 
versity,  masters  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Michigan  and 
Eastern  Michigan  University 
and  a  doctor  of  philosophy  from 
Kent  State  University  in  May, 

1992,  during  which  time  he  also 
served  as  a  graduate  teaching 
assistant.  He  received  a  Provost 
Fellowship  for  being  one  of  the 
top  two  incoming  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  in  1989-1990  from  Kent  State  and  the  Circle  of  Excellence  for  graduating  with  a  4.0  GPA,  in  1989  from  Eastern 
Michigan  University. 

Olson,  assistant  professor  of  mathematics,  received  his  B.S.  degree  from  State  University  of  New  York,  College 
at  Oneonta,  a  masters  degree  from  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  and  a  doctorate  in  mathematics  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Notre  Dame.  He  recently  was  assistant  professor  of  mathematics  at  Spring  Arbor  College.  He  received  a  De¬ 
partmental  Fellowship  for  the  1985-1986  academic  year  and  an  award  for  outstanding  student  in  mathematics  from 
Indiana  University  at  South  Bend  in  the  Spring  of  1985.

Lowe  Visits  SJC  as  Executive  In  Residence  Lecturer 


Entrepreneur  Edward  Lowe  visited  Saint  Joseph's  College  October  6,  as  a 
lecturer  in  the  college's  acclaimed  Executive  in  Residence  Program. 

The  program  was  established  to  give  Saint  Joseph's  students  an  insight 
into  the  business  and  professional  world  through  the  eyes  of  outstanding  lead¬ 
ers  in  business,  industry,  and  the  professions.  A  number  of  outstanding  lead¬ 
ers  have  participated  in  the  program. 

Lowe  invented  Kitty  Litter,  and  is  the  creator  of  an  entirely  new  industry. 

Starting  with  a  bank  loan  of  $5,000,  he  has  built  a  $165  million  dollar  business 
out  of  an  idea  that  grew  from  an  attempt  to  help  a  friend. 

That  idea  was  to  use  processed  clay  as  a  cat  box  filler  instead  of  sand. 

Lowe  used  his  $5,000  loan  on  magazine  advertising  for  Kitty  Litter,  which  gen¬ 
erated  orders  for  the  revolutionary  product.  With  those  orders,  Lowe  secured 
yet  another  loan  and  began  production. 

In  1990,  when  Lowe  decided  to  sell  his  company,  his  two  main  products, 

Kitty  Litter  and  Tidy  Cat,  accounted  for  more  than  30%  of  the  $500  million  a  year  in  industry  sales. 

At  71,  instead  of  retiring,  Lowe  established  the  Edward  Lowe  Foundation  and  serves  as  Chairman,  CEO. 

The  Foundation's  goal  is  to  help  entrepreneurs  through  difficult  years  by  providing  educational  programs  and 
information  services.  He  has  contributed  $48  million  to  the  Foundation,  including  his  3,000  acre  estate.  Big  Rock 
Valley,  in  Cassopolis,  Michigan,  which  is  the  Foundation  headquarters. 

Lowe's  decision  to  create  the  Edward  Lowe  Foundation  for  entrepreneurs  and  entrepreneurism  can  be  attrib¬ 
uted  to  this  philosophy.  "He  who  gives  while  he  lives  also  knows  where  it  goes." 

Lowe's  wife,  Darlene,  participated  in  the  lectures.  She  is  vice  chairman  of  the  Edward  Lowe  Foundation  and  is 
in  charge  of  design  and  facilities  planning  for  the  Foundation  at  Big  Rock  Valley.

Michael  F.  Sheahan 


Michael  F.  Sheahan  '67,  is  currently  the  Sheriff  of  Cook  County,  Ill.,  the 
second  largest  county  in  the  nation.  His  election  as  sheriff  in  December  of  1990 
came  after  a  23  year  career  in  law  enforcement  and  public  service. 

Upon  graduating  from  Saint  Joseph's  with  a  degree  in  history,  Sheahan 
spent  four  years  teaching  high  school  and  coaching  varsity  sports.  In  1971,  he 
joined  the  ranks  of  the  Chicago  Police  Department  and  spent  seven  years  in  the 
patrol  and  youth  divisions. 

Sheahan  first  won  elective  office  in  1979  as  Alderman  of  Chicago's  19th 
Ward.  During  his  11  years  on  the  City  Council  he  chaired  the  committee  on  Po¬ 
lice  and  Fire,  where  he  oversaw  the  policy  and  budget  of  two  of  the  city's  most 
important  departments. 

As  Sheriff,  he  oversees  the  nation's  largest  signal-site  jail  and  provides 
security  for  the  county's  massive  court  system. 

Sheahan  has  sought  to  expand  police  protection  in  Chicago's  suburbs  by 
decentralizing  the  Sheriff's  Police  Department  and  opening  four  new  police  sta¬ 
tions.  He  also  established  a  gang  unit  to  combat  the  spread  of  gang  crimes  in 
the  suburbs. 

"I  will  always  be  indebted  to  Saint  Joseph's  for  the  education  and  guid¬ 
ance  I  received  during  my  years  in  Rensselaer,"  said  Sheahan.  "As  a  history 
major,  I  came  to  understand  the  importance  of  public  service  and  that  guided 
me  toward  a  career  in  law  enforcement  and  government." 

Sheahan  has  maintained  an  active  interest  in  youth  by  sponsoring  little 
league  teams  and  serving  as  an  official  for  Big  Ten  Conference  football  games. 
Sheahan  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  have  six  children  and  reside  in  the  Beverly  com¬ 
munity  on  Chicago's  southwest  side.

Charles  A.  Wiles  '56,  has  been  Judge,  Marion  County  (Ind.)  Municipal 
Court  since  1974.  In  September,  1961,  he  received  an  Ll.B.  from  Indiana  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Law  and  in  May,  1962,  was  admitted  to  the  Indiana  Bar. 

The  general  practice  of  law  was  Wiles'  occupation  from  1962  through 
1973.  In  1962,  he  was  Marion  County  Prosecutor  and  from  1965  through  1968 
was  Deputy  Indiana  Attorney  General. 

Wiles  says,  "My  first  impressions  of  Saint  Joseph's  College,  seeing  the 
Twin  Towers  and  the  Administration  Building  (since  razed  by  fire),  sitting  in 
the  middle  of  vast  flat  farm  lands  was  one  of  much  apprehension.  Could  this 
small  somewhat  isolated  school  be  a  place  where  I  could  be  satisfied  for  the 
next  four  years?  My  fears  were  quickly  alleviated.  I  discovered  that  Saint  Joe's 
was  a  community  that  cared  about  each  student.  It  was  a  work  place  where  I 
developed  sound  values  and  received  a  good  liberal  arts  education,  preparing 
me  for  whatever  career  I  chose.  Instructors  and  counselors  were  always  avail¬ 
able  to  help  with  problems,  academic  or  otherwise.  Saint  Joseph's  certainly 
prepared  me  for  my  career  in  law,  including  my  tenure  as  Judge  in  the  Marion 
County  courts." 

Wiles  resides  in  Indianapolis  with  wife,  Jeanne.  They  have  3  daughters, 
2  sons,  1  grandson  and  1  granddaughter.

Sister  Theophane  Hytrek,  O.S.F.,  organ  instructor  in  Saint  Joseph  s  Col¬ 
lege  graduate  program  in  Church  Music  and  Liturgy  in  the  early  seventies, 
passed  away  in  her  sleep  on  August  13, 1992.  Death  came  as  she  was  in¬ 
volved  in  teaching  in  the  School  for  Organists,  sponsored  by  the  National  As¬ 
sociation  of  Pastoral  Musicians  at  Alvemo  College,  Milwaukee. 

Sister  Theophane  held  advanced  degrees  in  music,  including  a  Ph.D. 
from  Eastman  School  of  Music.  In  1978,  Saint  Joseph's  College  awarded  her 
an  honorary  doctorate  in  sacred  music.  In  1983,  Marquette  awarded  her  with 
an  honorary  doctorate  in  fine  arts.  In  recognition  of  her  expertise  as  organ 
recitalist  and  composer,  she  received  a  number  of  national  awards,  including 
the  1990  distinguished  Barakah  Award  of  the  North  American  Academy  of 
Music. 

Known  for  her  indefatigable  work  and  her  gentle  and  gracious  personal¬ 
ity,  Sr.  Theophane  gave  generously  of  her  time  and  talent.  In  the  early  sixties, 
she  provided  the  organ  accompaniment  for  The  Messiah,  presented  in  Chi¬ 
cago's  Orchestra  Hall  by  the  combined  glee  clubs  and  instrumental  groups  of 
Saint  Joseph's  College  and  Alverno  College  of  Milwaukee.  In  1963,  when  the 
same  choral  groups  sang  the  Peloquin  Te  Deum  in  celebration  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College  Diamond  Jubilee,  Sister  Theophane  was  again  the  featured  or¬ 
ganist. 

The  Resurrection  Mass  (funeral)  was  celebrated  on  August  18  by  Arch¬ 
bishop  Rembert  G.  Weakland  in  the  Franciscan  Motherhouse,  Saint  Joseph's 
Convent,  Milwaukee.  Three  choirs — Convent,  Cathedral,  and  Archdioce¬ 
san — and  a  packed  huge  chapel  of  hundreds  of  participants  shared  in  this  fi- 
nal  expression  of  prayerful  esteem.
